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REMARKS 

I. Status of the Application 

Claims 15, 16, 19-22, 25, 26 and 28-38 are pending in this application. In the July 28, 
2005 Final Office Action, the Examiner: 

A. Allowed claims 15, 16, 19-22, 25, 26 and 28; 

B. Rejected claims 29, 30, 34 and 35 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,208,183 to Li et al. (hereinafter "Li"); and 

D. Rejected claims 31-33 and 36-38 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being 
obvious over Li in view of one of U.S. Patent No. 6,373,913 to Lee et al. (hereinafter "Lee") 
or U.S. Patent No. 6,469,559 to Heightley (hereinafter "Heightley). 

The allowance of claims 15, 16, 19-22, 25, 26 and 28 is gratefully acknowledged. In 
this response, applicants have canceled claims 29-33 and amended claim 34 to be dependent 
on allowable claim 15. Accordingly, it is believed that claim 34 is now allowable. Claims 
35-38 depend from and incorporate all of the limitations of amended claim 34 and should now 
be allowable as well. 
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II. Conclusion 

Once this amendment has been entered, it is believed that this application will be in 
condition for allowance. Action toward a Notice of Allowance is hereby requested.
